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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yoshiura et al. 
(US Patent No. 6,072,595) in view of Shih (US 6,836,264) 

As to claim 1, Yoshiura discloses a display panel (133, Fig. 1) of multimedia mobile 
phone (2, Fig. 1), comprising, a CPU (131, Fig. 1), installed inside a mobile phone for 
controlling internal circuits; a memory (132, Fig. 1), connected to the CPU (131) for storing 
image files; a timepiece (e.g. internal clock of the CPU), connected to the CPU for counting time 
to be outputted to the CPU enabling the CPU to retrieve files with time; a communication 
interface (2a, Fig. 7), connected to the CPU for transmitting inputted signals; a keypad (135, Fig. 
7), connected to the communication interface for inputting control signals; a connector (72a, Fig. 
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7), connected to the communication interface (2a) for connecting to a computer (65, Fig. 7), 
which can transmit images to the CPU (e.g. the image data stored in the memory 64 of the 
computer 65 is transmitted to the memory 132 of the portable mobile phone 2), so as to enable 
the CPU to transmit images to the display 133 of the mobile phone. It is noted that Yoshiura 
does not specifically discloses that the display of the mobile phone is a full-color screen through 
a driving circuit that drives the display; a LED drive circuit, connected to the CPU and a light- 
emitting device that is installed underneath the full-color screen of the mobile phone enabling the 
light-emitting device to be illuminated or off tied in with images. Shih is cited to teach an 
organic LED for backlight the color LCD of the mobile phone (see col. 1, lines 45-48). As 
shown in Fig. 1-3, Shih discloses a LED drive circuit. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to have modified Yoshiura' s display with the color display driving circuit 
as taught by Shih because Shih provide a driving circuit of the thin film transistor is able to 
maintain a constant value and hence the initial luminance of the display remains unchanged (col. 
3, lines 5-9). 

As to claim 2, Shih discloses the light-emitting device can be designed either a back type 
or a front type (see col. 1, lines 26-31). 

As to claim 3, Shih discloses that the full-color screen of the mobile phone can be 
designed to be a self-illuminated EL panel, an OLED panel or a PLED panel, enabling the CPU 
to transmit images to the EL panel, the OLED panel or the PLED panel and to display the images 
(see col. 1, lines 26-62). 

As to claim 4, Yoshiura discloses the connector can be designed to be a receiver as per 
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requirements, in addition, the receiver can receive a wireless signal from a transmitter (151, Fig. 
1), which is connected to the computer (see col. 36, lines 25-58).

The US 6,691,561 is cited to teach a mobile phone display.
